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AN EASTER MESSAGE FROM THE BISHOP 
The Great Day of Freedom 


All the Resurrection stories tell of the stone rolled away from the entrance 
to the sepulehre. The women are astonished. Peter and John are amazed. 
Here is a strange and inexplicable happening. Death has yielded to life. The 
prisoner is free. ‘*‘ Why seek ye the living among the dead ?”’ ask the angels in 
St. Luke’s story. ‘‘ Why seek ye the free in the prison of the tomb?’’ We may 
paraphrase the angels’ words. 


Life demands freedom. Life is freedom. ‘‘With freedom did Christ set 
us free’’ is the very ‘‘essence”’ of our salvation. And here it is all pictured in 
this Easter story—the prison opened; the great Prisoner released into the 
glory of the new life. Easter is the Day of Freedom, the Independence Day 
of the soul, the despair of tyrannies, the harbinger and hope of the common- 
wealth of love which is the Kingdom of God. 


Christ releases us from the prison of ignorance. Sometimes His official 
Chureh has blocked the way of truth. His followers have feared what 
‘*selence’’ may do to their cherished faiths; but no one who has really caught 
the spirit of the free life in Christ can want anything but the constant press- 
ing on to learn more and more of the truth of God’s world. It is the truth 
which makes men free. If we have (even but a little) the mind of Christ we 
come out from the prison of ignorance, owr minds open upon the world of 
nature and of man, eager to learn, eager to know, rejoicing in the freedom 
which the truth brings. 


Christ releases us from the bondage of sin. That is the constant message 
of the Gospel. Christ reveals God’s love. He proclaims God’s longing and 
God’s pardon. He opens the door of the prison and calls us to come into the 
free air of the victorious life. Slaves of sin, in bondage to sin, shut in, mas- 
tered, chained,—how the metaphors crowd to one’s mind. It is from this 
bondage that Christ frees us, bringing us on the Cross the love of God. 


And finally, Christ releases us from the bondage of fear. Death is the 
very sign and symbol of that fear which everywhere creeps in upon human 
life, paralyzing its best and noblest aspirations, breeding suspicion, nourish- 
ing hatreds, building defenses instead of sanctuaries of truth and beauty and 
goodness. It is a dread and terrible bondage. 


Then Easter comes. Life has triumphed over death. In the glory of the 
victory of Calvary and the Resurrection fear is banished. The dread tragedies 
of suffering and sorrow we face with certainty and courage. We have with 
caries broken the bonds of fear and moved with Christ into the world of 

reedom.

I ean add to what I have already said in my 
pastoral letter and kept before you in the 
prayer for God’s guidance in this whole matter. 


There is nothing I can add; but it is worth while to em- 
phasize again the thought of letter and prayer. They both 
have to do with our attitude of mind and heart. What we are 
seeking is not the success of a particular candidate, or of a 
particular group, or anything of that kind. We are seeking 
humbly God’s guidance that we may choose the best man 
available to guide the Diocese during the years that lie im- 
mediately before us. There will, of course, be great differ- 
ences of judgment at the beginning. No result whatever will 
be equally satisfying to all. But if we keep always before us 
in the spirit of prayer the purpose of it all, we shall find an 
inereasing unanimity of judgment. 

We must prepare for the Convention by humbly seeking 
to know. Where we have not ourselves the necessary knowl- 
edge, others may furnish it, as for example the committee 
whieh has been seeking information concerning those from 
a distance whom most of the members of the Diocese do not 
or could not know personally. But let it be knowledge, not 
hearsay, and especially not casual and irresponsible rumor 


at the last moment. 


We must prepare for the Convention by humbly seeking 
for God’s guidance. We find His guidance through knowl- 
edge, through holding before ourselves constantly the pur- 
pose we are trying to achieve and through humility of spirit. 
In prayer we focus these ‘‘preparations’’ and review them 
in God’s sight. 

What I have written is, of course, 
For Every Member directed especially to your dele- 
of the Diocese gates to the special Convention, 

upon whom rests the responsibility 
of choice. But with little change the words are for all. That 
we may in humility seek and obtain God’s guidance, pray 
for us who are members of the Convention; give us help 
with any knowledge you may have.

Two of its most distin- 
ruished bishops have died and one of its greatest scholars. 


Bishop Cook of Delaware has been for a good many years 
Assessor to the Presiding Bishop and during the last trien- 
nium was President of the National Council. He was a wise, 
forward-looking, able administrator. Bishop McDowell of 
Alabama, a good many years younger, stood also in the very 
forefront among the Bishops. He was a distinguished canon- 
ist, a fine persuasive speaker, a leader of tolerant, wide- 
minded, fine spirit. Dr. Frank Gavin, Professor of Eccle- 
siastical History at the General Seminary, was our foremost 
authority on the Eastern Churches, the author of many 
books, widely known through the Christian world, a delight- 
ful and exuberant personality of great and lasting influence 
in the Church. We mourn the loss of these men but we 
thank God for what they gave us.

Holy Week and Easter at the Church of the 


Advent, San Francisco 


The Church of the Advent, San Francisco, which offers 
annually to its worshippers the full liturgy of the Church 
in connection with Our Lord’s Passion, will not deviate 
from that custom this year. On Palm Sunday, at 11 o’clock, 
the Holy Communion will be preceded by the Blessing of 
Palms and Procession, during which the traditional hymn, 
Bs All Glory, Laud, and Honor’’, is sung. The spirited mu- 
sic, the procession recalling Jesus’ triumphant entry into 
Jerusalem, and the long and eloquent gospel make super- 
fluous any sermon. Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday morn- 
ing at 7 and 9:30, further opportunity is given to follow 
Our Lord in his Passion as revealed in the Gospels for 
those days. The ancient office of Tenebrae (Shadows) will 
be chanted by the clergy and men of the choir on Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday evenings at 8. As psalm suc- 
ceeds to psalm, the candles lighting the church are grad- 
ually extinguished. Both figuratively and literally one ex- 
periences the deepening gloom of the Master’s last days on 
earth. The service ends with the recitation of Psalm 51 with 
the church in total darkness. 

Maundy Thursday the Church casts off its gloom to re- 
member with joy the institution of the Lord’s Supper. The 
service at 6:30 in the morning is fittingly made beautiful 
with flowers, lights and music. From then on, by twos and 
threes, priests and people kneel throughout the day and 
night in recollection before the Altar of Repose, where the 
Sacrament is reserved until the Good Friday morning 
liturgy at 9:30. 

The popular Three Hours will be preached by Father 
Maddux this year. On Holy Saturday, the church antici- 
pates the coming Resurrection of her Lord in the extended 
liturgy beginning at 10:30. The Easter Day services are at 
6:30, 8, 9:30 and 11 o’clock. Music at 11 o’clock will be 
liturgical and in keeping with this great festival. 


Those unfamiliar with some of the above services must 
not be tempted to think of them as questionable revivals 
of outmoded medieval ceremonies. In them the church is 
the teacher par excellence. With an artistry born of sin- 
cerity and love, she represents that divine drama which, in 
the twentieth century, no less than the twelfth, has not 
ceased to move the heart of man. The power of her mes- 
sage is not to be judged by one service, for the effect is 
cumulative. It is not surprising, therefore, that more than 
one parishioner, following the Gospel from day to day, as 
here presented, finds a reality in his religion beyond the 
power of the most eloquent preacher to demonstrate. 


Dioramas of Scenes in the Holy Land 


Until Easter there will be on exhibition in Grace Ca- 
thedral replicas of the dioramas which are used by the 
Jerusalem and the East Mission in England; others are in 
Australia and New Zealand. 

These dioramas were brought over by Canon Charles T. 
Bridgeman and exhibited at the General Convention in 
Cincinnati, where they attracted great attention. 

Not only are all Churchmen in the Diocese urged to see 
these beautiful models of scenes in Jerusalem, Bethlehem 
and Nazareth, but also to bring their friends of any de- 
nomination or no denomination at all. The object, of course, 
is to increase the interest in the Good Friday Offering for 
the Jerusalem and the East Mission.

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The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese of California: 


The *‘Achievement Dinner’’ of St. Mark’s, Berkeley, 
was an inspiring occasion. Pledges for twenty-four thou- 
sand dollars were reported, and as there are still other 
people to be seen and, as doubtless many will increase 
their pledges, it is practically certain that the full amount 
aimed at, twenty-five thousand, will be secured. Congratu- 
lations ! 

I was sorry I could not have attended the convention 
dinner in February. From reports thereof I gather that 
the Better Half of the Rectory household did distinguish 
itself more than the Other Half, and this report has set me 
to thinking about the Better Half. It occurs to me that the 
Better Half is too unknown. That Half does not meet at 
Monday Clubs, and is largely unknown to the Other Half 
and also to itself. While I was meditating about these things 
I heard that one of the Better Half group was inviting 
others of the same group to a tea to meet one who hoped 
to join the Better Half this coming summer. This is a good 
start. 


One of the opportunities of an Archdeacon, in this 
Diocese at least, is that of meeting the Better Half, and I 
wish I could tell you of them all. I once heard it said that 
this Diocese had a fine lot of Clergy and I admit it, but the 
cause is in the Better Half of the Rectory. I should like to 
tell you of the young Better Half whose children I am 
afraid I spoil for they romp so violently when I am around, 
and also of the Better Half whose children are so well 
trained that in her absence no little shade of hospitality 
is overlooked or forgotten, and of that one who, though 
sick, it is a privilege to visit, and of all of them who are 
such gracious hostesses, that it makes traveling and visit- 
ing a joy. 

Now for the good of the Diocese I suggest that there be a 
‘‘Society of the Better Half’’. But that is none of my 
business. 

As I write of these good ladies of the Rectory I add my 
tribute to Mrs. Frederick Miller, who left us so suddenly 
Mareh 21. She was a devoted wife and a most loyal sup- 
porter of her husband. Only a week before her death I had 
heard members of the congregation at Walnut Creek tell 
of the many things she had done. It had been my happiness 
to have known Mr. Miller when we worked together with 
the Y. M. C. A. in Camp Fremont at Menlo Park. While 
there he showed the true pastoral instinct which has made 
his ministry with Mrs. Miller’s help so successful at Wal- 
nut Creek. The Millers had planned to leave Walnut Creek 
after Easter, closing seven years’ service. 

The Rev. A. E. Clay is helping now and then at Capi- 
tola, while the Vicar, the Rev. Harold Jenkins, is recover- 
ing his health. The congregation of St. John the Baptist 
is wonderfully enthusiastic. There is always a thrill in 
visiting Capitola. A great deal of credit is due Mr. and 
Mrs. Jenkins for what they have accomplished. The Pil- 
erimage plans call for stopping at St. John’s for lunch— 
don’t forget to take your own basket lunch with you.

A check for 
$2000 from the Diocese of Los Angeles has just been re- 
ceived and has been applied on the mortgage. Miss Rebekah 
Hibbard has been in charge of the campaign there. Smaller 
amounts have come from Mrs. Charles Carver in Oregon 
and from Miss Vera Day of Honolulu. Mrs. Montgomery 
Thomas has very ably directed the campaign in San Joa- 
quin, the results of which have not yet been announced, 
and other diocese are doing some work. The total of pledges 
in early March amounted to $20,617.55, about $16,000 of 
which has already been received. 

One of the most interesting subscriptions received was 
that from Dr. Adelaide Brown, who has given $500 to the 
fund as a memorial to her friend, Margaret Brewer Fowler.

Cross home on Sunday evening. Take, however, plenty of 
time to meet the people who are on the Pilgrimage and 
those who come to the Service. 


San Francisco Training Institute 


The San Francisco Convocation Training Institute 
opened on Tuesday, March 8, at Trinity Church, San Fran- 
cisco, Bush and Gough streets. 

To date, one hundred and forty-one have registered and 
a number of others have been attending as visitors. Every 
parish in San Francisco is represented and the interest 
shown by the clergy and lay people has been more than 
gratifying.

Mrs. A. L. Darwall is in charge of the em- 
broidery class for the St. Clement’s girls and Miss Mar- 
garet Jewell is leader of the Junior Girls’ Friendly Society. 

The Rector has been spending several weeks with his 
son’s family in Oregon and returns greatly refreshed to 
continue his Lenten work.

The Society continues its work week by week at the 
Laguna Honda Home and the San Francisco City and 
County Hospital, under the leadership of Chaplain How- 
ard. Deaconess Drake has been working on full time for 
the Society and is a valuable addition. It is hoped that 
funds may be forthcoming in order that she may continue 
her work. The Society will hold a special service at Grace 
Cathedral on Sunday, April 24, 4:00 p. m. A distinguished 
speaker is being engaged for the occasion.

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The Salinas Valley Mission

There has been no moisture in the house at all, on walls or 
ceilings. The Vicar and family moved in on March 2, and 
are now almost settled. 

Service was held in St. James’, Paso Robles, on Ash 
Wednesday morning, and on the succeeding Sunday morn- 
ings. Evening service is being conducted in St. Mark’s, 
King City, fifty-four miles north. These towns are the foci 
of the elipse which constitutes the Salinas Valley Mission. 
An interested and earnest group of people constitute the 
nucleus of the two congregations, and they have made the 
Vicar and Mrs. Thomas most cordially welcome. An after- 
noon service was held in St. Matthew’s, San Ardo, on 
March 138. 

Church school sessions were resumed in Paso Robles on 
March 13, and a small group of children met in San Ardo 
on that day and planned for a Sunday study class which 
the Vicar could visit on his way to King City. 

The Woman’s Guild at St. Mark’s, King City, gave an 
afternoon tea for the Vicar and Mrs. Thomas on March 10, 
with Mrs. W. C. Hamilton, president, presiding. Mrs. 
Thomas spoke on our purpose as churchmen, ‘‘Shall we 
be sheep or shepherds?’’ The hostesses were Mesdames 
Young and Davis. 

At St. James’, Paso Robles, a reception of welcome was 
given on March 14, in the Guild Hall, with Mrs. DeWitt 
Lyle presiding.

citizenry has looked for moral and spiritual guidance and 
counsel in the problems that confront it? 


3. Has he demonstrated it by exhibiting his breadth of 
interest, by the contributions he has made in the councils 
of his own Diocese and in the affairs of the Church at large? 


4. Has he demonstrated it by the fact that he has led men 
and women, by his own example and the compelling force 
of his words, to the deep conviction that the Gospel message 
is a message for the whole world? 

Such a man naturally will be known to the whole Church 
and, when he takes his seat in the House of Bishops, will 
need no introduction. He will be recognized immediately 
and will take a position of leadership there as he has in his 
previous spheres of activity. 

Can the Diocese get such a man? 

Your Committee has been trying to find him. Without 
prejudice, without any preconceived bias on the part of any 
individual or group in the Committee, it has been studying 
the qualifications of a large number of men. Already the 
names of three from outside the Diocese have been sent to 
the clergy and senior wardens of the Diocese. New names 
have been presented since then and the Committee is con- 
sidering them. The Committee has omitted any mention of 
clergy of our own Diocese for the very obvious reason that 
you and your delegates know these men and are as conver- 
sant with them and their qualifications as are the members 
of the Committee. 

Any information the Committee has in its possession will 
be given gladly to anyone desiring it. 

In conclusion may I say that a most important factor in 
influencing the man whom we elect to accept this office is 
the degree of unanimity shown in the vote. It is hoped 
there may be an election on a very early ballot.

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_ Book Notes 


By the faculty of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 
Edited by the Rev. Randolph Crump Miller, Ph. D. 


There has been a great revival recently of interest in the 
art of worship. Probably the best introduction to liturgies 
is Osear Hardman’s ‘‘A History of Christian Worship”’ 
(Cokesbury, $2.00). It does not profess to add to the sum 
of human knowledge in its field; but it is a lucid, accurate, 
and on the whole sufficient digest of the conclusions of 
specialists up to the present day. For advanced readers this 
book is helpful, but should be supplemented by the now 
famous Parsons and Jones ‘‘American Prayer Book’’ 
(Seribner’s, $2.50). 

The new Presiding Bishop’s Book for Lent, under the 
title ‘‘The Reeonciling Christ’’ (Harper, $1.00), follows 
the usual plan of such books, and will prove very helpful. 
A Good Friday meditation which can be recommended is 
Roy Irving Murray’s ‘‘The Tree Bears Fruit’’ (Morehouse- 
Gorham, $1.00). 

In the field of theology, no better book has appeared re- 
cently than Sidney Cave’s ‘‘The Doctrine of the Work of 
Christ’’ (Cokesbury, $2.50). It is to be recommended highly 
to those interested in the doctrine of the Incarnation. It 
covers the history of the doctrine right down to the present 
day. 

For those interested in biography, history, or monasti- 
eism, Dom Justin McCann’s ‘‘St. Benedict’’ (Sheed and 
Ward, $2.75) will prove interesting and stimulating. In 
spite of its comparative brevity (301pp.), the work is not 
sketchy or incomplete, but is thoroughly scholarly and sum- 
marizes the conclusions of many works on the subject. 

Those who think that Mr. Walter Lippmann has become 
a ‘‘tired radical’’ are urged to peruse the pages of his ‘‘The 


Good Society’’ (Little, Brown & Co., $3.00). He believes 
that collectivism cannot answer our needs, and true progress 


ean come only by experimentation and the further develop- 
ment of liberalism. 


Do not overlook the recent translation of Soren Kierke- 
gaard’s ‘‘ Philosophical Fragments’’ (Princeton University 
Press, $2.00) if you want to know the real historical back- 
ground of modern Barthianism. 


**St. Benedict’? (by Dom Justin McCann, 0.8S.B. New 
York ; Sheed and Ward, 1937. Pp. 301. $2.75.) is much more 
than a mere factual outline of the life of a great saint and 
a description of his famous Rule. It is also an exposition 
of the history and spirit of Benedictine monasticism. We 
have here a fine description of the ideala and organization 
of monastic life as founded by St. Benedict and developed 
by his followers. 


Christmas Box 


It may seem strange to see ‘‘Christmas Boxes’’ men- 
tioned at this season, but our Diocesan assignment for this 
year is for Alaska, and those who are familiar with the 
work of Bishop Rowe and who heard Dr. and Mrs. Grafton 
Burke speak here last fall know that packages destined for 
Fort Yukon must be mailed before the rivers freeze. This 
means that plans should be made now, and the Boxes 
packed and mailed before the closing of the church school 
year in June. Rectors are asked to let Miss Young know 
how many gifts each church school will send. This will be 
our only Diocesan assignment for the Christmas Box for 
1938. Material about this field is now on the way from 
New York. Additional material on Alaska and our missions 
there will be most welcome at the Diocesan House, where 
it will be made available for all church schools.
